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EMOCLOTIC REPOSITORY (SLIDES) 


This portfolio of prints were secured from a visual laboratory that traces the connections 
between the microbial, emotional, and political realms. "Emoclotic Repository (Slides)” 
identifies as a microscopic study of clotted emotional figments shaped by microbes, 
governments, and corporations. As modern medical and scientific scanning equipment 
failed to successfully register evidential visual forms of emoclots, artistic methods were 
sought by the Ministry of Exercises in Belonging. The Department of Encounters and 
Contaminations were quick to come forward to set up protocols of image extraction. They 
referred to scientific and anthropological works on neural networks, emotions, and 
economics and found that emoclot formation is a highly subjective phenomenon and the 
extraction of emoclotic images from human subjects would be favourably assisted by 
modernist image reproduction techniques. 

In a make-shift laboratory that was set up in an artist’s studio space in the Western 
Indian region of Gujarat, the authorised signatory and the artist of this project practiced 
image recollection and reproduction techniques mastered through graphic arts programs 
at various institutions within the country. The experimentation and extraction process was 
phased into two modules, one conducted before the pandemic of 2019 and one after the 
first wave of the disastrous viral attack. The process was assisted and witnessed by a 
cinema studies scholar, a printmaker, a sculptor, a three-year-old who became a five-year- 
old person, and a baby canine. 
The protocols of extraction of images derived its methods from the modernist practice of 
intaglio printing. The acidic solutions bit into the surface of the receptive matrix made of 
zinc and resulting grooves and microscopic terrains were put to reversal and reproduction 
methods on an etching press. As the inked metal surface that was covered with a pre- 
damped paper went under pressure sandwiched between two metal rollers, the image 
was absorbed onto the paper. An edition of these images was derived from the metal 
plates in order to be sent to various record-keeping agencies of the country in order to 
protect the evidence from a centralised model of accumulation.

Mueller Bhavan, New Delhi. FMI was conceptualised by the Delhi-based art collective 
Raqs Media Collective.
